The Post office 
Department 'has 


completed the adjustment of the sal- 
aries of Poitmasters of the Prtsiden- 
tial class, in compliance with the law 
passed by tho last Congress, whioh 
provided: "That the salaries of th« 
Postmasters of the first, second and 
third class, shall be readjusted by the 
Postmaster fereneral, the first adjust- 
mant (under this Aot) to take effeot 
simultaneously with thu reduction of 
the rates of postage (October 1st, 
1833.) and thereafter at the begin- 
ning of each fiscal year." 


Under this law the gross receipts 


of u Postoffica must be at least $40,- 
000 annually to warrant a salary of 
553,000 a year. 
When the gross re. 


ceipts are 38,000 a salary of »2,000 
is allowed, and gross "receipts of $!,• 
900 entitle an office to promotion to 
the Presidential grade, with a salary 
of $1,000. 


No change has been made in the 


classification 
of 
Postoffioes. 
The 


first-class includes snob offices as re- 
ceive at least $3,000 a year; tho 
second-class ranges from 82,000 to 
$3,000, and the third-class from $1,- 
000 to §2,000. 


The new adjustment has made 


many changes in the salary allowan- 
ces of the Nevada PostofHoes. 
Con- 


siderable losses have been sustained 
in some of them. 
Virginia City 


loses S600 and Carson City $500. 
Austin also loses 8500. The reduc- 
tion at Eureka is 9(800, and* a similar 
loss happens at Gold Hill.

Th Is diminished brig'htnnss be- 
fore th e «olipse will comi/iBnee at 
8:35 P.M. ., »nd that after the eclipse 
will end sixty-three minutes after 
midnig'ht.
